SURGEON GENERAL NOT ALARMED 


The Fact That the Plague Does Not 
Attack Europeans as Readily 
as Natives Is Recalled by 
Surgeon General

Washington, January 3.—The war de- 
partment is taking steps to prevent the 
introduction of the plague in the Phil- 
ippines, and Secretary Root this morn- 
ing called into consultation Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman, of the marine hospital ser- 
to discuss the establishment of a 
system for the islands. It 
was decided. that the war department 
should adopt toward the Phi-ippines a 
policy like that it pursued toward Cuba 
in the matter of the protection of health, 
namely, confide the maintenance 
quarantine system to the marine hospital. 

Surgeon General Wyman has no confir- 
mation of the report that three sus- 
pected cases of bubonic plague have been 
discovered -within the walled city of Ma- 
nila, but no attempt is made to conceal 
the gravity. of the situation should this 
prove true. Still, it is said, a few spas- 
modic cases need not necessarily result 
in an epidemic in the ftsland. Surgeon 
General Wyman says the disease no 
longer creates the dread it once did,-be- 
cause it has been demonstrated that it 
can ‘be handled by modern scientific work. 
It has been stamped out of Alexandria 
Egypt; Kobe, Japan, and Vienna, Aus- 
tria. 

The methods of fight'ng it are the same 
used against Smallpox--isolation, disinfec- 
tion and sanitation. 

The greatest danger is due to its pos- 
sible introduiction new localities 
| through ambulant or walking 
i'which defy the surveillance of the au- 
| thorities. One feature of the - disease 
which is gratifying to the authorities, in 
view of the possible outbreak of the ep- 
idemic in the Philippines, is the fact ithat 
its history shows that it not at- 
tack Europeans as readily as natives.

His request for re-enforcements dispels 
any present hope that he will be able to 
seize one of the crossings of the Orange 
river. 

From a source which has many facilities 
of gaining inside news from south Africa, 
a representative of the Assiclated Press 
learns that Colone!] Pilchér’s occupation 
of Douglas is regarded as merely the first 
step of General Methuen's carefully ma- 
tured plans to outflank the Boers. 

According to this authority, it is prob- 
able: Colonel Pilcher, in conjunction with 
General Babingto@'s force from the Mod- 
der river, will proceed to the rear of 
the intrenchments which now prevent 
General Methune from proceeding to Kim- 
berley. . 

Colonel Pilcher has only about forty 
miles’ travel before he achieves this end, 
‘and, if this understanding is correct, an 
attack by General Methuen and a deter- 
mined effort to relieve Kimberley may be 
expected any day. 
| It is probable that when Lord Roberts 
_ arrives General French will be ordered to

Pilcher Returns to Douglass.

Scientists Go To Find the Most Feasi- 
ble Route. 


LEAVE FOR PANAMA SATURDAY 


Party Sails for Greytown, Where In- 
vestigation Will Begin, 


THREE MONTHS TO BE SPENT AT ISTHMUS 


Duty of Commission Is Not To Decide 
Between Any Two Routes, but 
To Select the Best. 


* 


New York, June 3.—The commission ap- 
pointed by President McKinley under an 
act of congress to determine the most 
feasible and practical route for a cease 
across the isthmus of Panama will sail 
on Saturday for the scene of its labors by 
a steamer of the Atlas line. 

The members of the commission are: 
Rear Admiral Walker, United States 
navy, retired, chairman; Professor Em- 
ory R. Johnson, of the University of 
Pennsylvania; Professor. W. H. Burr, of 
Columbia university; George S. Morrison, 
civil engineer, New York; ex-Unhited 
States Senator Pasco, of Florida; Alfred 
Noble, civil engineer, Chicago; General 
Peter Haines, United States army; Pro- 
fessor L. M,. Haupt, of the University of 
Pennsylvania; General O. H.- Ernest, 
United States army. A member of the 
commission said today: : 

“The duty of the commission is not to 
decide between the claims of the Panama 
canal and the Nicaragua canal—though 
it may come to that—but to determine 
‘the most feasible and practicable route,’ 
wherever that may be. Whether there 
is any route preferable to either of those 
which has become so well known, we 
shall do our utmost to discover. 

“We shall sail directly tto Greytown, 
whence we shall proceed to make a full 
‘examination of the Nicaragua canal 
route. Upon reaching the Pacific side, we 
shall go down the coast to Panama and 
follow ‘the route of the French canal back 
to the Atlantic side. Alternative routes . 
will then be considered and their investi- 
gation undertaken. We shall be Kept at 
the isthmus for probably three months, 
We shall, of course, avail ourselves of 
all the best existing means of travel, but 
expect that some of the journey will 
have to be accomplished on foot.”’

SULZER RESOLUTION DELAYED. 


The Measure Intimates Unfair Deal- 
ing in Treasury Office. 

Washington, Jantary 3.—The house was 
in session ‘but fifteen minutes today and 
during that time had a little flurry over 
an attempt of Mr. Sulzer, of New York, 
to secure a consideration for a resolution 
asking information concerning the rela- 
tions of the treasury department with the 
National City bank, of New York. The 
resolution was referred to the committee 


on ways and means.

The resolution. by Mr. Sulzer is as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That the secretary of the treasury 
be, and hereby is, directed to furnish the 
house of representatives as soon as possible 
with the following information: 

All letters, agreemtns, papers or docu- 
ments between the treasury department of the 
United States or any person connected there- 
with the National City bank and the Han- 
over National bank of the city of New York, 
or any pegson acting for them or either of 
them, since the 4th day of March, 1897, re- 
lating to the depositing of public funds, bonds 
or revenues and said bank or banks, or any 
other relations or business transactions now 
existing or heretofare had between the govern- 
ment and the said banks or either of them. 

2. The amount of public money, bonds or 
revenue deposited with said banks or either 
of them, by the’ government, for what length 
of time and the reasons therefor and whether 
said banks or either of them have paid the 
government any interest on said deposits, and, 
if.so, how much, and all other information con- 
cerning the @ime, or in any way relating 
thereto, 

The resolution twas referred to the 
committee on ways and means. It will 
probably be reported back from the ways 
and means committee tomorrow, so 
amended as to omit specific reference to 
two banks and refer generally to all 
banks. The committee will meet prior 
to the session of the house tomorrow to 
adopt this course. It is expected that the 
resolution will pass ‘without olbjection.

MYSTERIOUS WOMAN AGAIN APPEARS 


Cassius M. Gillette 'Testified To Hav- 
ing Given Defendants a Check 
for $30,000, 


New York, Jenuary 3.—The examination 
of- Bénjamin D. Greene, John F. Gay- 
nor, William T. Gaynor and Edward H. 
Gaynor, indicted on a enarge of defraud- 
ing the United States government out 
of $575,750 in connection with the Savan- 
nah river and Cumberland sound im- 
provements, was begun today before 
| United States Commissioner Shields. 

Just prior to the opening of the .ses- 
sion the mysterlouS woman who had 
made charges against John F. Gaynor, 
at the last session, appeared in the cor- 
ridors of the building and renewed her 
charges against him. Mr. Gaynor, who 
was present, said he did not know the 
woman, 

Cassius M. Gillette, United States en- 
gineer corps, was first placed on the stand 
for cross examination by Lawyer Abram 
J. (Rose, of counsel for the contractors. 

Mr. (Rosa questioned Captain Gillette 
with reference ‘to’ his: identification of 
each of the defendants and ‘then asked 
for the production of the original con- 
tract between the United States govern- 
ment and the accused contractors. Com- 
missioner Shields ruled that the counsel 
for the accused ‘contractors would have 
to introduce his copy of the contract if 
he wanted the paper as evidence. 

Mr. Rose then went into a minute ex- 
amination of his witness as to his per- 
sonal knowledge of the opening of the 
bids for the contracts; of the presenta- 
tion of the claims on the contracts; of 
ceftain checks said to have been issued 
by Captain’). M. Carter, the ‘engineer 
in charge prior to July 26, 1897, ete. United 
States District Attorney Burnett object- 
ed, saying that the only points to be de- 
termined at the examination were. the 
identificaition of the accused, and if there 
Was probable cause on which to hold the 
men. Mr. Rose said he was endeavoring 
to prove that the indictment was un- 
true. 

Identity of Accused Established. 

Commissioner Shields said that the only 
questions to be decided, as he understood 
the law, were identity and probable causes. 
Notwithstanding this ruling Mr. 
continued to question Captain Gillette 
as to the duties of district engineers. 
This was objected to by Mr. Burnett. 

United States District Attorney Erwin 
then asked the witness if he had any 
knowledge of=the connection of theggie- 
fendants with the. Savannah work after 
July 20, 1897, 

Mr. Rose objected, saying that the in- 
dictment alleged offenses committed prior 
to that date. 

Comissioner SWieldS allowed the ques- 
tion to strengthen the identification. of 
the contractors. 

“Yes,’’ answered Captain Gillette, ‘I 
have official communications from them 
and I have naid Greene money on these 
contracts. I have had verbal and offi- 
cial contracts with the Gaynors. The 
money was paid for work alleged 'to hava 
been done during the month of July,. be- 
fore and after July 2, 1897. I gave the 
check to Greene on or about August 1, 
1897. It was for about $30,000. I was in- 
clined to keep back some of the money 
at the time.’’ 

This ended Captain Gillette’s examina- 
tion and then Assistant United States 
District Attorney Baldwin introduced the 
bail bonds as additional evidence toward 
proving 'the identity of the accused con- 
tractors, 

Commissioner Shields allowed the papers 
in evidence and the government then 
rested the case. The examination was 
adjourned until tomorrow, when the de- 
fense will present its case.

Lord, for about three-quarters of a cen- 
tury, was a faithful member of the Pres- 
bvterian church, and for the most of that 
time was an elder. He never allowed 
anything to come in between hinf and 
his obligations to h‘s church; the yows 
nearlv one hundred years ago 
he kept until] death. Mr. Loyd had auite 
a large family of children. but only three 
survive him, Mrs. Dr. T. ‘S. Bradficld, 
Mrs. 8S. B. Newton and Miss Laura 
Loyd. However. he leaves many grand- 
children, the fathers and mothers, his 
children, now dead. 

Mr. Loyd started life a very poor man, 
as an overseer for his brother-in-law. 
In fact, the cabin he and his wife began 
life in had no floor save the earth upon 
which it was bullt, but ‘by hard work 
and frugal living he amassed a great for- 
tune. He gave in his lifetime thousands 
of dollars worth of property to his chil- 
dren and grandchildren and now at his 
death he leaves them a fortune estimated 
at from $125,000 to $150,000. 

Mr. Lovd was walking around today, 
but for some time his family have been 
aware of the fact that the machinery of 
was nearly worn out and that it 
could be but a short while before it 
never to go again.

Arrangements are being made by which 
the bridge over the Southern railway on 
Whitehall street. near .Humphries, will 
be opened to wagon traffic probably by 
this afternoon or tomorrow morning.

“Lecture upon art in dress individual 
styles, and dress appropriate to the 
wearer's circumstances, if-lectures there 
need be. But to return to first princi- 
ples, why lecture us upon our gowns 
when thine own apparel, Sir Cynic, is 
not beyond reproach? There is one view 
of the question that men seldom touch 
upon—the grave fault so prevalent in 
this country of: dressing. beyond our 
means and position by seeking to emulate 
the immensely wealthy class that often 
sets the pace, and yet it is one that is 
apt to touch a tender chord—the pocket. 
But this view opens up such a vista that 
a volume could be written. Or, better 
yet, have another logical lecture before 
the Rainy Day Club, and this time have 
some one who has made a study of‘art 
in dress without any erratic sidetracks to 
the broad path thus marked out.’”’

The annual meeting of the ladies in- 
terested in the Florence Crittenton mis- 
sion was held yesterday morning at 10 
o’clock in the library of the Young Men's 
Christian Association. The annual elec- 
tion resulted in the reinstating of all of- 
ficers, with the exception that Mrs. J. A. 
Perdue, formerly secretary of the mis- 
sion, and Mrs. J. J. Woodside, formerly 
assistant secretary, exchanged places. 
The following are the officers for the en- 
suing year:

W. L. Peel, first vice president; Mrs. W. 
J. Northen, second vice president; Mrs. 
J. J. Woodside, secretary; Mrs. J. A. Per- 
due, assistanitt secretary; Mrs. Henry W. 
Grady, corresponding secrettry, and Mrs. 
L. V. Kennerly, treagurer. 
« The report of Mrs. Kennerly as treas- 
urer for the past year stated that the 
total revenue from all sources during 
the year was $2,551.74. The total expendi- 
ture for ‘tthe year was $2,498.35, leaving a 
balance of $53.39 now in the treasury. 

The annual report of Mrs. Wilson, pres- 
ident of the mission, was read during 
the meeting yesterday morning and is 
an interesting paper. Mrs. Wilson makes 
many valuable suggestions in her annual 
report. 

Her report in full. follows: 

In contemplating the year’s work just closed 
the thought that should fill our hearts is one 
of praise to God, and with the Psalmist ex- 
claim: ‘‘Bless the Lord, oh my. soul, and all 
that is within me praise His holy name.’’ 
With a board harmoniously working to ad- 
vance the cause that has claimed our interest, 
and a treasury like the widow's cruse of oil— 
increased to meet every need—our work 
brought up to a standard that now commands 
respect and sympathy, where formerly we 
met only cold or adverse criticism, surely we 
have much cause to praise the Father of all 
mercies that ours has been the privilege to 
do this work for His sake. Your chairmen 
of committees will give detailed reports of the 
various departments, and to them, with the 
various officers of the board, my heart goes 
out In loving gratitude for the ever-ready co- 
operation and sympathy extended me. 

To the chairmen of the wardrobe, industrial, 
devotional and investigating committees espe- 
cial thanks are due. The many new improve- 
ments of the past year stand as monuments 
to your energy and zeal,. notably a new back 
stairway has beea built, a bathroom and closet 
added, all the buildings have been newly 
painted, and a new washhouse almost complet- 
ed. Four cows have furnished all the butter 
and milk used in the home, and to Mr. and 
Mrs. Taylor are we indebted for the use of 
three of these, they kindly lending them to the 
home. Cinders more than a foot in depth have 
been placed on the driveway, vastly improving 
the appearance of the ground. One hundred 
raspberry, twenty-five blackberry and twenty- 
five more grape vines have been planted. For- 
ty gallons of strawberries were gathered from 
the vines last spring and most, of the vege- 
tables used have been grown on the three- 
acre garden. Twenty-one quilts have been 
pieced from samples given, and the bats 
carded for each, and quilts quilted by the girls 
in the last six months. About six hundred 
pieces are washed each week in ths laundry 
by the girls. All the sewing, housework, care 
of children and nursing the sick constitute 
work done in the home.

ministered to those needing his care, and to 
him are we especially indebted, and our best 
wishes follow him to hig new home. The 
health .of the inmates hag been exceptionally 
good for so large a family. One girl died, leav- 
ing évery assurance of hope for the future, 
and to us the great comfort that through 
these doors,.and the consecrated Christian 
women who minister there, she had found 
peace and rest, and was tenderly laid away 
by new found friends—her own immediate rel- 
atives having cast her off and refusing even 
when summoned to her death bed and burial. 
Dear friends these are they whom you succor 
and relieve; may you be strengthened each day 
to | forward in loving care for these forsaken 

During the year we have sheltered and 
protected eighty-four homeless ones, fifty-six 
adults and twenty-eight children, Twenty-one 
infants have been born in the home, and. we 
stand today as the only maternity ward in 
this great city of Atlanta. Not only do we care 
for the poor forsaken outcasts, but the wife 
without shelter or ministering care as well, 
four of this latter class having claimed our 
care and assistance this year. 


Sixteen girls have been sent home, restored. 


to their loved ones, with a@ new purpose in life 
and higher Christian resolutions; eleven have 
found situations and are self-supporting; seven 
have been sent to other institutions, which af- 
ford improved conditions; five have married 
and are living respectable lives: fdur have 
been sent to the hospital for operations, and six 
have taken their destiny in their own hands 
and are drifting down, down. May we pray 
that their eyes thay be opened and that they 
may see the blackness that yawns to receive 
them before it is everlastingly too late. 

Fifteen girls and ten children remain in the 
home, and almost every one are now pro- 
fessed Christians and many of them owe to 
your effort the opportunity of not only redeem- 
ing their lives here, but of salvation hereafter. 
Is not this sufficient reason to renewed effort 
and encouragement to labor on, happy in the 
thought that we are about our Father’s bus- 
iness? 

A concert was given in the spring which 
added ‘sufficient funds to our treasury to ena- 
ble us to do the needed painting. From Mr. 
Crittenton we received a check for ${[00 with 
which to pay the former matron, Mrs. Wolff, a 
debt -due heft since 1896. Various small sums 


have come from friends during the year and | 
many kind friends from time to time sent do- | 


nations of clothes, fruits, etc., for all of which 
they have our grateful appreciation. 

For:‘the coming year I would suggest build- 
ing a bath room in the nursery; also com- 
pleting the laundry with the most improved 
machinery, and the training of each girl in 
fine laundry work, and thus make them self- 
supporting, and a means of income to the 
home. 

The renovation of the walls of the interior 
of the home is another much needed improve- 
ment. 

During the year I have made twenty-four 
visits to the home and a number of times have 
spent the entire day, studying the management 
and needs. I do net feel that in the matter 
of visitation I have quite done my duty. 

In conclusion, allow me to thank each indi- 
vidual member for the generous support ac- 
corded me during the past year, and may I not 
entreat for the successful year a more active 
interest, as the harvest is ripe, 
few and the work ever increasing. With your 
combined effort much more good can be ac- 
complished, and many a mother's daughter be 
brcvught again from the ways that are dark 
and the ways that are vain unt6 the blessed 
light of a pure and holy life.
